He is an extremely bright young man, 
ready with his answers and he pos- 
sesses a good memory. When court

URGED BY FLETCHER 


Florida Senator Introduces 
Measure to Establish Banks 
for Farmers.

Washington, August $—A national 
rural bank system was proposed in a 
bill today by Senator Fletcher, chair- 
man of the American commission on 
tural credits, and also of the federal 
commission on rural credits, appotnt- 
ed by the president. 

The bill proposes a system of local 
national rural banks owned and oper- 
ated by farmers; a state nationa] bank

Won Many Big Trials, 

His laurels were won in many big 
trials, and one of them was the fa- 
mous Childers case. There were oth- 
ers too numerous to mention. Read 
“Men of Mark In Georgia” if you 
haven't already learned enough for 
Your satisfaction. He was born on 
the banks of the Coosa, up near Rome. 
At his father's death during his early 
boyhood he was adopted by Judge 
John T. Clark, of Cuthbert, in which 
city he spent many years. 

There probably has never been a 
justice in Georgia more noted than 
Judge Clark, a man loved and honored 
by an entire southland. Young 
Frank, at the judge's persuasion, de- 
cided upon a career in law. He went 


to Mercer, graduating In 1885. He's 
been a lawyer since.

THE CALL OF THE CRIPPLES. 

The movement for a hospital for the 
erippled children of Georgia is taking 
shape. The need of such an institution has 
aroused state-wide interest, as it should 
have done long ago. Indorsed by over 
three hundred physicians and the people of 
the towns and cities of the state, it is no 
longer the dream of the philanthropist and 
humanitarian, but the ready co-operation 
offered, with what other assistance is sure 
to come, make it almost a reality. It is 
the answer of humanity to the cry of the 
children—the appeal of the helpless. and 
it will be a great day for the state when 
the doors of such an institution swing wide 
and free to the afflicted little ones of all 
communities. : 

Not to go into the extent of the suffer- 
ing endured everywhere by crippled chil- 
dren whose parents are too poor to pay 
for relief, a little story of real life may 
point the moral and give some idea of the 
heart-break of a child looking on life from 
a@ restricted sphere: 

A little boy, crippled from birth, who 
was a pupil of a Georgia public school, 
said to his mother: “Don’t make me go to 
school any more; I don't have any fun 


there: At recess, when the other boys 
are playing, I have to sit still and look 
on; for they're strong and hearty, and 


can rough-and-tumble it, but I have to limp 
along. I want to play, but can't.’’ 

He had unconsciously preached, in those 
simple words, the sermon of the crippled 
children of the state, heard by a mother 
who could only give him a mother’s sym- 
pathy—the solace of her tears. The picture 
of that weeping mother and her crippled 
| child carries its heart-appeal; and it is only 
one of many such. Need, and the grim 
oppression of unreliered poverty, must 
make a bread-winner of some sort of that 
child: he must limp to labor; 
one in the battle for bread—bitter bread 
for him. and for the lives that love him! 


His case is In the picture The Constitu- 
tion carries elsewhere. ‘There is no place 
for him!" Life calls, and he cannot an- 
swer, nor see the way, for tears. 


We conserve trees, we beautify land 
we are quick to respond to the call for the 
upbuilding of the state in even its lesser 
needs, but sometimes we are strangely deaf 
to that other human call which comes to us 
in various ways. This is the call of the 
children of our love—echoing from almost 
desolate homes. where grief sits and sun- 
| light seems a mockery. “The child is 
father of the man.” What type of man 
is it these cripples foreshadow”? And yet 
they can be made to stand with men, to the 
fame and honor of the state and country!

LEGAL TECHNICALITIES. 


The recent charge of Judge Charles H. 
Brand to the grand jury of Jackson county 
superior court, in which he discussed the 
dangers of legal technicalities in the ad-

of Georgia will awake to the necessity of 
taking definite action along the line of 
Judge Brand's suggestion—action demand- 
ed to remedy the abuses growing out of 
the too resort to trivial techn 
calities to thwart the ends of justice. One 
after another the states of the union are 
legislating along this line and it is highly 
significant that the supreme courts of two 
or three of the states have taken the pos!- 
tion that they will not consider reversals 
of verdicts except where it can be clearly 
shown that such reversals are asked for 
| solely on the basis that the verdict of the 


frequent 


lower court is not justified by the evi- 
; dence, where it is claimed that (there has 
| been a miscarriage of justice, or where 
the verdict is in conflict with the sub 


stantial spirit of the law. In other words 
ther will not permit attorneys to consume 
the time of the court in discussing trivial 
questions which have no direct bearing 
upon the guilt or innocence of the person 
whose case is being heard. 

And this 1s essentially right! 


PENALIZING THE CHILDREN. 

Some young men teach school a year or 
two as & stepping stone to another profes- 
sion. Some young women teach school a 
year or two, or three, or four—until they get 
married. This has been called makeshift 
teaching, and has been pointed out ag an 
imposition upon the children, and as hurt- 
ful to the profession. 

Of course there are teachers who exer- 
cise their awkwardness a year of two and 
then either quit or continue awkwardly. On 
the other hand, there are teachers, who 
have been in the work for years, who do not 
deny that their best work was done the 
first year or two, when ambition was high 
ani when they had not fallen into ruts. 

It is to be presumed, of course, that 
Genrgia has @ vast number of teachers, men 
and women, young and old, who are alert 
ani enthusiastic in their work, who avoid 
the ruts, and who will continue in the pro- 
fesion to the end of their days—if they 
can possibly keep soul and body together 
uatil payday comes. The children may suf- 
fer, occasionally, at the hands of the step- 
pi x stone teacher, and the old teacher in 
the rut. .iuis is known to the teachers as 
well as to the patrons.

The Grand Old Man of Georgia

Gamaliel Bradford, Jr. in the Atlantic Month. 
ly magazine for August, is about as clean and 


appreciative in phrase 
and tone as could be ex- 
pected from one who 
never knew the "Old 
Lion of Wilkes” in the 
flesh. 

Mr. Bradford, being 
the son of an early and 
violent abolitionist. 
might easily be expect- 
ed to show some of the 
personal prejudices of 
his paternal obsessions, 
but being a trained and 
modernized critic he 1s 
happily superior to his 
regional antipathies. He 
warmly admires and ex- 
tols the purity and the 
patriotic principles that 
were fundamentals of 
the character of Alex- 
ander H. Stephens. Re- 
lying upon his faith in 
the truth and wisdom of Mr. Stephens he

draws most of his conclusions concerning 
the character and conduct of Robert Toombs 


from the testimony of the former, corrob- 
orated by sidelights from other contempor- 


ary witnesses near to particular Toombsian 
activities. 


Mr, Bradford essays honestly to present 


a pen-picture of General Toombs that will 
adequately suggest his superior tmtellectual 


powers, his inflexible honesty, his compelling 
eloquence, and his irrepressible daringness 
of spirit. All these he presents artistically. 
But his principal purpose seems to be to 
put the acute accent upon the futility of all 
those high qualities to lift General Toombs 
to the plane of permanent achievement and 
the pedestal of a definite fame. In his view 
the great Georgian always tell down a long 
way short of his ambitious goal, or weak- 
ened by stubborn vagaries tne vigor that 
by concentration would have won imperiel 
and imperishable victories. 

To those who knew General Toombs closely 
and were familiar with his purposes and 
methods Mr. radford’s portrait is a disap- 

ng cartoon. It would be tmpossible 
for any one of them to 
Bradford paper the invitation “Ecco homo 
jeral Toombs was not a constructor. 
d, though trained to analytical ex- 
ercises, Was never mechanical. He was not 
born or tra‘ned to direct a gang of railroad 
builders or to personally conduct a corps of 
sappers and min He was an aristocrat 
in ambitfons: an autocrat in habit, and a 
heretic in mental independence His inbred 
instinct was to command and coerce, not 
to be led, or tumely to follow persons OF 
precedents. His vision was not penetrative 
but panoramic. He foresaw the conclusion 
of moving events, and his so-called failures 
to change these conclusions by skill and 
strategy were readily chargeable to his pro- 
visions of inescapable results. 

He saw secession and the civil war from 
afar. He did not want either: he wanted 
that righteousness should prevail, and he 


| saw righteousness sacrificed to the arbitra- 


ment of war. Therefore he embraced war 
and did all that his spirit and courage could 
do to make it successful to his side of the 
issue. And his belief that war would not 
produce righteousness was justified by both 
its course and Its aftermath 

After the war, being utterly unable to 
reverse his convictions, ne became almost a 


political Philip Nolan—"the man without a 
country’—savye that General Toombs lved 
the residue of his Hfe to love and serve 


Georgia! How nobly and unselfishly he did 
serve her would require a respectable vol- 
ume to record. His his living monument to 
this hour is the incomparable steel-princt- 
pled frame-work of the constitution of 1877. 
That work was a Magnum opus—a success 
equivalent to fame!

Washington, August 9%.—Sharpest 
division of opinion exists among sen- 
ators over Governor O’Neal’s an- 
nouncement that he will call @& spe- 
cial election to fill the vacancy caga- 
ed by the sudden death of Senator 
Johnston, of Alabama. Some take the 
view that the governor, acting upon 
the advice of Attorney General Me-

lenge his right. 

Senator Kern and Senator John 
Sharp Williams approved the opinion 
of the governor and attorney gente 
eral.- 

Senator Bacon, the only member of 
the senate who has been elected by 
the direct syStem, takeg' the position 
that the governor will exceed his 
power if he issues the writ for & spe- 
cial election. 

Senators Root and Sutherland in the 
Maryland senatorial case recently 
took the position that the governor 
could not cali a special election to 
fill a vacancy until the legislature 
had provided regulations In accord- 
ance with the new amendment. 


Contest is Expected. os 

A contest is expected if a senator 
presents himself from Alabama electe 
ed at such a special election as Gov~ 
ernor O'Neal proposes. The Alabama 
case probably will act as a precedent 
for the Maryland election, where the 
governor has issued a call for a spe~ 
cial election without the legislature 
having authorized him to do so since

HE kitchen floor, which needs 
T such contstant scrubbing, often 
much trouble, as soap

Have the floor clean and smooth, 
the cracks filled (if a close grained 


wood, it needs no filler), then rub a

Ol! slowly hardens and darkens a 
floor, so that grease and stains do 
not sink into the wood. Never wax 
or varnish kitchen or bathroom floors. 
The slipperiness of the wax’ may 
eause a nasty fall and in any case it 
is a waste of money, for the water 
that has to be used in both kitchen 
and bathroom will ruin the looks of 
elther wax or varnish.

Farmer.) 


It will soon be fodder-pulling time. 
What are you going to do about itt 
Statistics show us that as fodder is 
generally pulled, the injury to the 
corn is as much as the fodder is 
worth. Do not be in too big a hurry 
to pull the fodder. Wait until the 
corn is hard. But a better plan is—if 
you are prepared to handle the crop 
that ~way—to cut the corn, put in 
well made shocks of about 200 stalks 
each, let ut cure out thorughly and 
shred it. Of course, this Is impracti- 
cable, tf there {s no shredder’ in your 


neighbors together and start a little 
co-operative movement and buy a 
shredder and engine and shred the 
corn in the neighborhood. This will 
be much cheaper than pulleing fodder 
and will enable you to save and util- 


ize all the corn plant Instead vf only 
a part of it.
